It is natural that Sir Winston 
Churchill's statement on Israel! at. his 
press conference in Washington on 
Monday should have given great 
satisfaction. It came as a Salultary 
antidote to recent State Department 
pronouncements, and may indicate a 
narrowing of differences between the 
British and American attitudes.

HERE was general astonish- 

ment—even among the Depu-

M. Pierre Mendés-France became 
French Prime Minister on June 17. 
For he has many characteristics 
which would appear to debar him 
from supreme office in the contem- 
porary French political scene. 
First. and last, he is utterly honest, 
fearlessly independent; he shuns

Four-day Discussions in Paris

‘A four-day conference on Jewish 
health problems, convened by the 
American Joint Distribution Commit- 
tee, began at Unesco House here on 
Monday.

UNPUNCTUALITY AT LECTURES 
a Ghetto Habit” 


To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—Mr, Fels (in your June 11 
issue) asks whether “ this pernicious 
ghetto habit of unpunctuality “ is as 
rife in Israel as it is in Great Britajn. 

| do not: think unpunctuality is a 
ghetto habit at all, Many nations are 
unpunctual. Mr. Edmund Wilson, in 
his brilliant article on Hebrew and the 
Book of Genesis in a recent issue of 
the New Yorker (of all periodicals), 
has a delightful analysis of the 
Russian idea of time. 

Village communities. all over the world 
also have quite a different outlook on 
time to that of city dwellers. Much of 
a peasant’s life is spent in waiting; he 

waits for the time to sow and the time 
to reap, for the rain to stop and the wind 
to fall. If he waits for half an hour for 
a meeting in the village hall to get under 
way, he does not worry: hé has no train 
to catch. 


Inasmuch as the habits of Israel are . 


influenced. by .the original Arab com- 
munity, they are more rural] than urban. 
Inasmuch as they are influenced by. the 
Jewish immigrants, they. are more 
Russian than. occidental. Meetimgs— 
public or private—habitually start late 
because the. organisers are usually 
indifferent. But when things are known 
to start on time—such as concerts of the 
Philharmonic Orchestra, which are. broad- 


cast at a fixed hour—the public soon 


learns to come on time. 

- People come late to meetings because 
meetings start late: No one likes to be 
fooled.. 1 personally make:a fetish of 
starting my. lecture courses in Jerusalem 
dead on time. My students consequently 
come on time. But one cannot always 


control: commitice: members: nor do 
try. Some of my best committee meetings 


in Israel have been those where the other 
members arrived late; to find that. I had 
finished the whole of the agenda in. their 
absence, with no dissentient voice. 

“<The ‘solution. in Great Britain 18 easy: 


to begin every Jewish meeting on. time, 


whether there is an audience or not. Let 
the audience suffer if they. come late. 
As a beginning. perhaps, it might be 
a good thing if the organisers of Jewish 
public -meetings ‘in. Great Britain were 
themselves to be in the: hall before the 


scheduled time of opening. That would. 
at least give the audience a 


confidence. How often do the early 
birds have to get someone to unlock the 
doors of the hall and turn on the hghts ?

‘Assistance by Larger 
Congregations 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHronicie 


Sir—Mr. Soref (in your issue of 
June. 11) might be right in calling me

(4) Those under this size: are always 
assisted. where necessary. by the nearest 
Jarge community, and particularly by the 
nearest minister. There are a number of 
cases of such assistance being regularly 
supplied, and I presume that even the 
United Synagogue will not build a 
synagogue for an isolated family or-two 

(S) The » Representative Councils (or 
any other body) cannot start to assist 
families. or groups without: knowing: of 


their existence. As far'as my. cxperience. 


goes; the provincial leaders will always 
assist. when. they’: know of anyone 
needing it. 

(6) if Mr. Soref has been able to find 


and assist otherwise unknown groups, he 


is doing valuable work. J think he: will 
find others. willing to support.-wherever 


necessary, even-witheut the advantage ot 


an effective all-embracing organisation.

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LESSONS OF A 
CONFERENCE. 


THE Commonwealth Conference which met 


in London last week and which attracted a 
good deal of attention, was the second of its 
kind convened by the Board of Deputies. 
first. took place four years ago. 
Towards the desirable end of establishing 
matters of ‘common 
religious and secular, between Anglo-Jewry 
and the overseas communities of the British 
Commonwealth, such a conference has 
undoubtedly a big contribution to. make, 
although one. could hardly. claim that 
adequate consultation could be had or main- 
tained merely by a convention taking place 
Indeed, the 
Conference showed itself sensible of the fact 
that a more continuous interchange of views 
should occur by recommending that the 
respective. secreturiats. should keep one 
another informed of matters. of mutual 
concern and common interest. | 


The Conference, however, does not work 


to a fixed agenda, and herein lies the danger 


besetting any assembly which allows. itself 
full liberty. to roam at will over. the widest 
field of controversy—that is, tendency to 


“wander into problems on which it can hope 


to make little ‘of no impression. It seemed

It is 
possible, of course, that overseas communi- 
ties feel that the great distances which 
separate them from each. other, and the 
varying conditions which affect different 
countries, militate against very close contact 
or combined action, but the traditions and 
the problems.of the Jewries of the Common- 
wealth are sufficiently alike, and the possi- 
bilities of speedy travel apparent enough, to 
warrant. much closer and more frequent 
consultation, at least on an executive level. 


MEAT RATIONING ENDS 


THE rationing of meat. ends on Sunday. It is 
the last of the retail commodities from which 
control (over the quantity available: to. the 
individual.consumer) has been removed, and 
after nearly fifteen. years of ‘regulation the 
immediate effects of the first experience: of 
freedom cannot be confidently assumied, The 
fact that the rationing of meat has lasted so 
long indicates that tt has been-difficult to 
match supplies to. demand, and this difficulty 


does not appear finally to have been resolved, 


A rise in price---of -non-kasher. as well as 
kasher meat—is forecast, as:will be seen from 
various reports in this paper, and there are all 


kinds of trade difficulties arising out of the.— 


change-over from State control: which have 
yet to be overcome and which may have their 
effect on both supplies and prices. 


This matter is one of direct. interest to the 


Jewish community as an organised body in 
view of the application of the Jewish dietary 
laws. The disappearance of Government 


control is an occasion. to express grateful 


appreciation of the sympathetic understand- 
ing always shown by the Ministry of Food for 
the special requirements of the Jewish com- 
munity throughout the prolonged and difficult 
period: of rationing. Pre-eminently with 
regard to kasher meéat, but. with regard to 
other foods as well, every facility was given 
forthe observance of Jewish religious require- 
ments, and the high percentage of -registra- 
tions with Kasher butchers is evidence: of the 
widespread loyalty in the Jewish community, 
even during the severest war-time difficulties, 
to the observance of Kashrut.

It would be a 
radical departure from Communist ideology 
if they were allowed freely to exercise such a 
function. In the Yiddish schools that are stil] 
permitted to exist, for example, hatred of. 
Zionism, as we have recently reported, is 


openly preached, and Jewish children are 


taught to regard Israeli leaders as enemies 
and traitors. These teachings are certainly not 
carried on under the spiritual guidance of Dr. 
Moses ROsEN, or of any other of the rabbis, 
but under the instructions of Jewish Com- 
munists, who, in Rumania as in other Comin- 
form countries, are now the real masters of 
the Jewish communities.

and less than professional: they are human; 


they represent the reflections: of one of

continually revolve round the disconcerting dis- 
covery. that the psychology of the unconscious 
does not deal with isolated. functions or pheno- 
mena, but with that elusive and yet so. pain- 
fully.real entity called man, the meaning otf his 
life. his fate..and his destiny... Thence. Jung's 
refusal to reduce the psyche to any hard-and- 
fast rule, and his polemics against Freud. 
That this kind of psychology cannot but beg 
questions of religion and -philosophy of life is 
as. obvious. to Jung himself as it.is to: his 
readers.

Though there is much.-to disagree with in this 
book, it is ful of provocative thought. he 
layman will find the chapter on “ The Practica! 
Use of Dream-Analysis.”” particularly iluminat- 
ing. “Psychology of. the . Transference 
interprets. alchemical texts as projections. ol 
unconscious processes. 

Progoff shows’ awareness of the ‘historica! 
background against which Jung has to be-seen, 
as also of the disconcerting. fact that none “oi 
Jung’s writings really manages to give 3 
systematic and coherent. account of any one 
psychological subject. © His books are rathe) 
long and rambling essays covering a variety ol! 
subjects, always prone to follow incidental side- 
lines, and punctuated -by striking formulations 
and forceful (not ‘necessarily “scientific ) 
epigrams. 

One need not plead Jung’s personality or the 
pioneer quality of his work in defence of what 
his critics call his muddle-headedness.° Con- 
fusion there is,-and it is a good sign that this 
is seen by disciples as well as opponents. The 
author’s treatment of. the terms “collective 
unconscious’ and “ autonomous psyche” is an 
instructive. example, though his own. writing, 
too, js: not free of “Jungian” lack of clarity 


and looseness of expression; it would have 


gained vastly by a more critical and controlled 
discipline of writing. Progoff ‘wisely eschews a 
discussion of the- philosophical or. theological 


\on their wl of Jung's findings and concentrates 


on their selevance for the social sciences. His 
emphasis on these social aspects (society and 
individual, psychic energy in personality and 
culture, the social expression of archetypes, 
etc.) should stimulate students of the . social

Mrs. Jacobi is a well-known expositor of 
Jung. In over 1,000 quotations she has given 
a skilful anthology which presents, interprets, 
and illuminates the insights and meditations on 
the great human themes that are Jung’s life- 


work: the reality of the soul; conscious and 


unconscious ; .youth, age, and death ;. arche- 
types; dreams; man and woman; good and 
evil; self-realisation; the way to God, etc. 
Though many of the utterances quoted sound 
trite and commonplace, others show Jung as an 
unsurpassed master of forceful and uncannily 
striking formulation. This is an anthology. not 
only for systematic study, but also, perhaps 
mainly, for occasional reading.

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THE LEGACY OF MAIMONIDES 


By Rabbi Dr. A. ALTMANN 


EVEN hundred and fifty years 

have passed since the death of 

R. Moses ben Maimon, the 
most illustrious figure of post- 
Talmudic Judaism, of whom pos- 
terity has said that “ From Moses 
until Moses there was none like 
Moses.” Time, “the devourer. of 
all things.” has not been able to 
invalidate that saying. Maimonides 
remains a unique phenomenon in 
the history of our people. No one 
either before or after him has 
achieved a similar degree of univer- 
Master of the rabbinic 
tradition, philosopher of high rank, 
and one of the most famous 
physicians of his day, he combined 
in a happy synthesis all the elements 
of culture' which inheritance and 
environment could offer.. There. is 


split or harshness in his noble, 


saintly being, and one is nota little 
astounded to find that he should 
have met not only with panegyric 
and deep reverence, but also with 
calumny and attack. 


Rabbinic Heritage 


~ Maimonides was heir to two distinct 
traditions. The first of these his 
rabbinic heritage. Son of the venerable 
R.- Maimon, Dayan of Cordova, -he 
received his religious education from 
his father, whe had sat at the. feet 


of R.. Joseph Migash, head of the 
Falmudic.

He might, perhaps, not have 
shown. the same independence of 
approach had he been trained by a 


school and. received his’. rabbinic 
authorisation from. the of an 
Academy.

to the tuition received from his father, 
was-a sense of spiritual affinity with 
the editor of the Mishna, R.. Judah 
the Patriarch, who, according to a 
family tradition, was Maimonides’s 
ancesior on the paternal side. | 

Almost a millennium. had passed 
since R. Judah the Patriarch had 
created the Mishna as the repository 
of the Oral Law, and the debates con- 


ducted over three centuries on. that. 


standard work of rabbinic Judaism 


had resulted in the production of both 


the Palestinian and Babylonian. Tal- 
muds. The Heads of the Babylonian 
Academies had imparted a kind of 
canonicity to their Talmud, and Jews 
all over the world sought their ruling

Jewry had as yet no dccess to. the 
great Commentary on the Talmud 
which had been written by Rashi in 
the West, and which made the “ ocean 
of the Talmud” navigable even. for 
those not in possession of an authentic 
personal guide. Maimonides, 
ever, Was essentially not a commenta- 
tor (mefaresh), but a judge (posek). 
True, he wrote a Commentary on the 
Mishna, but he never felt quite happy 
in that medium of literary activity. 
His magnum opus, the Mishne Torah. 
is. the work in. which his genius could 
fully .express itself. It. offers a 
systematic presentation, in the form 
of concise halachic rules, and omitting 
all reference to names, of the entire 
body of Jewish Law. It is, in a sense, 
a new Mishna and opens a series of 


“Codes in which the development of 


halacha is made articulate. 

Maimonides. had hoped. -that 
recourse to his work would render 
superfluous all further dialectical dis- 
cussion on Talmudic subjects. In this 
by 2 he failed in his objective. Not 
only did Rashi and his school initiate 
a new period of dialectics of the most 
subtle and intricate kind, Maimonides’s 
Code itself provided one of the most 
attractive subjects for halachic research. 
The enigma which many rulings ‘con- 
tained therein. present inthe absence 
of references to sources was a tremen- 
dous stimulant’.to. generations. of 
scholars. and. completely defeated 
Maimonides

fulfilled his purpose of presenting: in 
clear and lucid terms the entirety .of 
the halachic tradition. is the first.

Search for Living Faith 


To Maimonides. interpreting the 
Scriptures and rabbinic homilies as 
allegories” of a deeper philosophical 
meaning was no mere apologetical 
exercise. To him, it was an act of 
the greatest spiritual significance. For 


he held that to know God in truth 


and with the illumination of the intel- 
lect was the highest form of worship. 
He searched for a living faith, not 
merely one accepted on authority and 
by tradition. It is this sublime pathos 
of a religious philosophy which exalts 
every page of the Guide, and which 
was responsible for its tremendous 
success among Jews and Gentiles.

The Rev. Dr. Grunpeter’s |

SALAD MEALS 


Substantial salads can form the main

He later went 
to Worcester College for the Blind and 
from there won a scholarship to Reading 
University, where he studied philosophy, 
gaining the B.A. degree with honours.

Journalists Protest 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Association of Yiddish Writers 
in. Israel, headed by Messrs. David 
Pinsky and Abraham Suzkewer, has 
appealed to the Israeli Government 
against the inclusion of the Yiddish 
press in a list of foreign-language 
newspapers whose circulation It 1s pro- 
posed to restrict by law, it \Was 
announced at a meeting held by the 
Association of Jewish Journalists and 
Authors in England at Barclay House, 


783 Finchley Road, N.W.11, on 
Sunday. 
Mr. A. M.: Kaizer. who presided, 


described the proposed Bill as undemo- 
cratic and declared that it was incredible 
that Yiddish should be considered a 
foreign language in a Jewish State. A 
resolution supporting the appeal of the 
Israeli Yiddish. writers was unanimously 
adopted: Mr. Kaizer announced that a new 
lexicon, to include contemporary Yiddish 
authors, was being prepared, and Yiddish 
writers in this country are asked to- get 
in touch with the Assoctation. 

Mr. Eric Sosnow, who during ‘the 
past 12 months has. visited the Gold 
Coast... North Africa; Spatn.: Italy, 
France, U.S.A., Scandinavia, and: Israel, 
gave his impressions. of Jewish life in 
those countries. The position of the 
Jews in North Africa, Mr. Sosnow 
declared... was most precarious, and the 
danger of pogroms. was all the greater 
hecause the Jews belonged neither. to 
the French - settlers: nor.to the Arab 
nationalists. In. Italy the Jews were 
almost indistinguishable from. the genera! 
population, and assimilation tnter- 
marriage had greatly weakened the 
fabric of Jewish life. 

The best- organised community. in 
Furope, Mr.: Sosnow concluded, 
in Finland, where:some 1,500 Jews main- 
tained a day school, where Hebrew and 
Yiddish. was being taught, There was 
also a Jewish club, and Zionist activiuies 
were well developed.

U.S.A. Official’s Address at Z.0.A. Convention

New YoOrK 

Mr. Robert D. Murphy, the U.S.A. 
Deputy Under-Secretary of State. told 
the annual convention. of the Zionist 
Organisation of America here, last 
week-end, that the Near East could not 
become a vigorous partner of the free 
world until stronger progress had been 
made toward creating peaceful rela- 
tions between Israel. and the Arab 
States 

Addressing over 1,000 delegates, Mr. 
Murphy said that it was perhaps neces- 
sary from time to time. to restate the 
obvious, and. he. presumed that 
‘friendly interest necessitates restate- 
ment often dealing with problems such 
as the Jewish problem, Recognition of 
its difficulties and complexities leads

with: ramifications. of the problem, that 
they are affected by sympathy and — 
to effect solutions which are in the basic 
interest of the. Jewish community and of 


our couniry, and in working for these 
solutions, there is no desire improperly 
to interfere in the internal affairs of any 
State. 

In approaching these problems,” Mr. 
continued. think that we in 
the Department of State are conscious 
that the Jewish community is not seeking 
favours and above all that its desire S 
for peace. Some of us who served |

were gasping in their. eagerness to seek 
a homeland, understand what peace and 
security mean for the Jewish communily.”’

Although certain of the proposals might 
be acceptable. Mr. Sharett added, others 
would certainly. have to be rejected. He 
did not. believe. that. the Government. 
would agree to change the Armistice 
Agreement without negotiations taking 
place with the other party concerned. By 
this he meant that Israc] would continue 
to insist on. high-level talks with Jordan 
under Article XIL of the Armistice Agree- 
ment before agreeing to the introduction
